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We have been obligingly favored with 
a perusal of the Log-book of the Dispatch, 
by which it appears that on the night of 
the 1Ith of April, the explosions of the 
Tomboro Mountain were distinctly heard, 
like the discharge of heavy cannon, at the 
distance of seven degrees to the Eastward 
of Bima. Captain Fenn informs us that 
the floats of timber and pumiceestone were 
so considerable along the coast of Flores, 
that it was with great difficulty the ship 
could at times make any progress through 
the water, and the bulk ot some of the

spars was so great (hat she must have’ 


been materially damaged if she had struck 
against them with any force. 

The account which Captain Fenn has 
given us of the misery and distress of the 
wretched inhabitants accords in every par- 
ticular with the rclation we published in 


„That the earth 
throughout the whole of the Island, there 


aurlast. The messenger who had been 
dispatched by Mr. Phillips, returned to 
Bima three days after the departure of the 
Benares, but he described the country to 
be so covered with ashes that it was im- 


„possible to make any progress—the cattle 


and inhabitants were uearly all of them 
distroyed as he approached the mountain, 
and those who survived were in such a 
state of deplorable starvation, that they 
would unavoidably share the same fate. 
At Bima they had fortunately received a 
small supply of rice, but a few days before 
the eruption took place, upon which they 
were sparingly existing when the Dis- 
patch sailed ; but Caplan Fenn informs us 
that unless tliey receive some speedy suc- 
cour from the neighbouring Islands, they 
must inevitably perish. 

‘Phe account which we published in our 
Fast, mentions (hat the Dispatch had mis- 
taken Sangier fer Bima, and had put into 
that port—bhere (he misery beggars alt des- 
eription.

A gentleman has very obligingly fav- 
ored us with the following account of a 


Tyger Hunt which happeued in Bengal 
in November last. 





_ Remarkable Tyger Hunt. 


Barly in “(he month of November 1814, 
several T'ygers entered the Plantation of Mr. 
White, at Diamond [larbour, and destroyed 
no less than five head of Cattle. ‘This gen. 
tleman’s Prvmises had for a long time been 
infested by those unwelcome visitors, who 
were supposed to have swam over Sandy 
Creek, which sepurates Saugor Island from 
the main land. On the morning of the 9th 
November, a large Sow was found killed 
and partly devvured. A gentleman then on a 
visit at Mr. White’s suggested the idea of 
poisoning the remaining part of the car- 
Case and leaving it where it was. ‘This 
was accordingty done, On the night of the 
11th, whilst Mr. White and a party of friends 
were keeping watch on a Bamboo scaffold 
erected for the purpose, with a Young kid 
tied underneath as a lore, a Tyger of an 
Immense size was seen approaching the place. 
A few musquets were immediately dis. 
charged at him, on which he walked ieisurc. 
Iy of, At day break it was proposed to visit 
the spot where the Sow was left, and on ar. 
riving at the spot discovered it had been 
dragged away. The party, consisting of six 
gentlemen, followed the track, marked with 
blood, a considerable distance, when à rivnlet 
intervened, which they were preparing to 
cross, when a Dog that had gone before re- 
turned with manifest sigus of terror; an 
English Bull Dog was then sent across, who 
likewise quickly returned. Whilst the gen. 
tlemen were deliberating how to procecd, the 
object of their search made his appearance 
on the opposite bank, and was instantly 
greeted with a general discharge of musquetry, 
which he returned by a tremenduous roar, 
The party concluding that his wounds would 
prevent a possibility of his escaping, return- 
ed and touk Breakfast, after which they re. 
turned to the field, followed by a strong rce 
inforcement of Natives. After an hours 
search he was discovered in a Paddy field, 
licking his wounds. Some difficulty arising 
from the inequality of the ground in getting

safcly at him, the Doctor of the ship (Indian 
Oak) then laying off the shore, with mere 
courage than prudence, advanced within a few 
yards of his head and fired his double barrct. 
led piece; the Tyger instantly sprung at him, 
but he with mach presence of mind, caught him 
upon the barrel of his ‘piece, which he bit 
through, the Doctor escaping with no farther 
injury than the flesh of his arm soinewhat 
torn by the animals paw. The party now 
annoyed him at a mare respectful distance 
with their guns. The Natives seeing their 
tnemy weltering in his blood, and supposing 
him to be incapable of further resistance, 
went up boldly to him, but in the agonies- 
of ‚death he suddenly sprung amongst them, 
knocking several down, and biting the arm 
of vne poor fellow so severely as to require 
immediate amputation, On opening his body 
thirteen bullets were discovered to have pene 
etrated, and three had struck his head, 
the latter ones had not even buried theme 
Selves into the skin. Two of his tecth were 
broken; sttpposed to have been oecasiancd 
by his attempt ou the barrel of the fowling 
Piece. His admeasurement was as follows :—

In den nact van den 1de, wierden de 
schoten“ an.lermasl waargenomen, doch 
veel sterker dan te voren, en teegen den 
ochtend volgden dezelve elkander schielyk 
op, zoms cen geluid makende als van drie of 
vier stukken geschut welkete gelyk wier- 
den losgebrand.—llet schip en de huizen 
binnen het Fort dreunden sterk, en de oor« 
zaak van het geluid scheen zo nabyte zyn;

aanbrak, ging ik onderzeil en stuurde 
zuidwaards op. 

Het weeder was buitengemeen donker

De Praauw kwam van Saleyer, en de Hol-

leyer, omstreeks den 4de of 5ile, een hee-

TuespAy.—This day the Prince Regent came in 
the usual state to open the present Session of Parlia- 
ment, when the Commons being in attendance, his 
Royal Highness delivered the following speech from 
a seat befvre tbe throne :— 

My LORDSs AND GENTLEMEN, 

It is with deep regret that lam again odliged to 
announce the continuance of his Majesty's lamented inr 
disposition. 

It would have given me great satisfaction to have 
been enabled to commimicate to you the termination of 
the war between this country and the United States of 
America. Although this war oviginated in the most 
unprovoked aggression on the part of the Goverament 
of the Uuited States, and was calculated to promote 
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the designs of the coramon eneray of Europe against 
the rights and independence of all other nations, I 
never have ceased to entertain a sincere desire to bring 
it to a conclusion on just aad honourable terms. Tam siitl 
engaged in negociations for this purpose: the success 
of them must; however, depend on my disposition be- 
ing met with correspouding sentiments on the part of 
the enemy. 

The operations of his Majesty's forces by sea and 
land in the Chesapeake, in the course of the present 
year; have heen attended with the most brilliant and 
successful resuits, The florilla of the enemy in the 
Patuxent has been destroyed. The signal defeat of 
their tand forces enuhteid a detachinent of Lis Majesty's 
army to take possession cf the city of Wachingtons 
and the spirit of enterprize which has characteriscd all 
te wovements in that quarter hay produced on the 
inhabitants a deep and sensible impression of the eala- 
mities of a war in which they have been so wantonty 
involved. The expedition directed from llalfax to 
the northern coast of the United States has terminated 
in a manner hot less satislactory. Thè successful 
course of this operation has been followed by the ims 
mediate submission of the extensive and important 
district east of the Penobseot river to his Majesty's 
arms. 

In adverting to these events, IT am confident you will 
be disposad to render full justice to the vatour and dis- 
cipline which have distinguished his Majesty's hand 
aud sea Forcess and you will regret with me the severe 
loss the country has sustained by the fall of the gallant 
Conimander ef his Majesty's troops in the advance 
upon Baltimore. kavailed myself ef the earliest op= 
portunity afforded by the state of 4Zairs in Europe, to 
detach a considerable military force to the River St. 
Lawrence; but its arrival could not possibly take piace 
tillan advanced period of the Campaign.

Lord Exmouth was introduced in the usual forms; 

Af-e 
ter which their Lordships adjourned till about fve 
o'clock when, the House being resumed, ths Regent's 
‘Speech was read from the Woolsack. Lord Agixge 
DON inoved and Address of Thanks, which Was, as 
usual, an echo to the Speech, and which was geconded 
by Lord DerAwaR@ lord DAANLEV expressed his 
dissarisfaction with the present state of affairs. Ow 
the continent we bad reaped none of the advantages ef 
peace, but still kept up a derge army in Flanders.

3 was wieen the \llies were in Paris. In the Ameri- 
€an contest oer military laurels had heen ternished by 
the proceedings at Washington; and cur naval affairs 
were as bedly nranaged asever. To the latter topic 
he should call the attention of the House more parti- 
cularly, on a future day. 

Lord MEeLvILLE entered into various details in vine 
dicatiomef the Admiralty. We had, at this moment, 
nearly 2,000 American seamen prisoners. We had 
captured or destroyed abowt 1006 of their vessels, in- 
cluding 38 ships of war, and 199 armed vesscls. Note 
withstanding (he annoyance af our commerce by the 
American privateers, the premiums of insurance ‘were 
less in June last than in June, 1813. Im the years 
H59-60, the captures by French privateers amoanted 
to 1109. From the period ot’ the late peace to last 
mom the captures by the American prirateers did 
not exceed MZ, of which 94 were running vessels, 1E 
coasters, and abou: 33 veasels (hat had either wilfully. 
or by stress of weather, separated from their convoys. 
He shcurd decline saying aay thing on the recent 
events ia Canada uetil the Noble Lurd bromght for- 
ward his motion. Lord GRENVILLE observed, that 


‘the conduct of the war with America called toud!y for 


enquiry. Our disasters on the Lakes, and the depre- 
dations on vur commerce, had excited universal indig- 
nation. He lamented to learn from the Speech that 
we were still in asituation to require an addition to 
burthens already too severe. He regretted that the 
Speech presented vothing but mere common place 
upon the subject of the negociation with America—a 
negociation which he conceived would have been short 
and simple. He could not but. reprobate tbe’ recur- 
zence to (he maxiums of barbarous ages, a« manifested 
tu the destruction of public edifices not used for mili- 
tary purposes, and in carrying on war against the pri- 
vate property of individuals. Though he disapproved 
of the President's Message as breathing too hostile a 
tone, he must remark that it disclaimed alb intention 
of acting upon the principle asserted in Sir A, Coch- 
rane's proclamation, and as he had thus aforded us 
sn opportunity, it ought to be embraced, of returning 
to the maxims of civilized and mitigated warfare, and 
of no longer confiding to the passion of subordinate 
agents on the spot, the execution of doubtful orders. 
Ihe delay that had taken place in the proceedings of 
the Congress at Vienna was injurious to the interests 
of this country; and it was strange that the Speech 
took no notice of the fact, that we were still keeping 
on foot in Flanders an army of 40,0006 men. What 
power had the Crown to do so without the consent of 
Parliament? He did not exactly comprehend. the 
passage in the Speech retative to our commercial rela- 
tions. If it regarded the corn trade, or the trade in 
bullion, he must say that he for one would never con- 
sent, in order to remove artifcial difficulties, to tax 
the subsistence of the labouring poor of this country. 
The agriculture of thê country was oppressed, but the 


root of the e:ìí was in the condition of-the cîreu.ating 
medium, and the true remely was to be found in a 
manly resolution te face the difficulty, and to provide 
for it with deliberate firmness. Lord LiverpPoou said 
he could add nothing to what ‘had been advanced by 
his Noble Calleague with regard to naval affairs. As 
to the negociation with America, whatever the conduct 


“of Government had been, Ministers did not intend to 


raise any new prefensions on the change of circum- 

stances which had taken place sincé the commence- 
nient of the war. No war had been conducted with 

greater moseration on our side, until the atrocities 

committed at York and Newark compelled üsto re- 

taliate. With respect to the British army on the 

continent, the intention of maintuining such a force 

was known to Parliament last Session, when the Vote 
of Credit was passed. - The paragraph in the Speech 

relative to our enmmercial relations, merely intirmated 

the necessity of revising our laws „er the commerce of 
the country, connected as this had been with an un- 
precedented state of warfare, and now requiring to he 

assimilated ti a state of peace.—The question for the 

Address was (hen put and carried witbvut a division. 
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HOUSE OF COMMONS, 

Tersoay.— the SrPpAKER having read the Prince 
Regent's Speech, Lord BRiDPORT, after a few obser- 
Vativns on iés Tcadisg topics, movedan Address in 
answer thereta, which was secunded by Mr. GrRAnAM. 
Mr. WuitBREAD said that, neither in the Prince 
Regent's Speech, aor in those of the Mover and 
Seconder of the Address, was there any reason given 
for catling Parliament together so early. He had 
heard of blunders in financial calculations, and the 
anticipations of the poblic were foreboding and 
gloamy. As to the war with America, he retained 
his original opinion that it arose from ourown weak 
councils, But the great question was for what it was 
now contiiued. Was it for a new boundary, for 
tmpressment or maritime rights? When the Noble 
Mover of the Address referred to the whole of the 
Correspondence with America as evidence of eur pacific 
Eispositions did he include that part of if which was 
conducted by Mr. Canning? From the introduction 
of this Rigtst Ilon. Gentleman's name, Mr. W. took 
occasion to censure his appointment as Anbaszador 
to Lisbon, where for 100 years we hact had no Minister 
of that rank, and stated, that Mr. C. when Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, had twice objeêted to such an 
appointment @s iniproper. It was a situation, however, 
in which, if Be dit no good, be could do Hitle harm. 
He might employ bis leisure hours in revising the, 
Pages of the Antijacohin, or in writing a poem to 
Cmulete Camoens, or as it was said of Buoiraparte, 
and Fire Mr. Bubb boddiegton, in writing memoirs 
of the great thìingsof his own times. Reverting to 
the conduct of the war, Mr. W. said, that the 
deprelations of our commerce and the disasters on the 
lakes, implied prima factie great culpability on the 
part of the Admiralty. Sir G. Prevost had for the 
last two years performed miracles, such as ought to 
exempt him from premature censure for his recent 
failare. The affsìrat Washington was not calculated 
to make an impression on the Americans favourable 
to peace. It was some what simgular, that whilst 
Sir A. Cochrane was acting upon a system of 
retaliation, in consequence of an alledged request 
of Sir G. Prevost, this tatter officer, and also General 
Brishane, were issuing orders enjoining strict discipline 
and regard,to private property. With respect to the 
Congress of Vienna, he reprobated the aggrandizement 
whieh some ofthe Sovereign were disposed to insist 
upon, and particutarly the extinction of the kingdom of 
Saxony. Le believed, that if his present Majesty knew 
that he was made king of Hanover, after the fashion of 
Buonaparte, nothing would more disgust him. He la- 
mented that. the Slave Trade Abolitton had not been 
insisted upon in Paris,as the Emperor of Russia, when 
there, had been anxious to give all his support to the 
measure, He then glanced at the conduct of Ferdinand 
to the Members of the late Cortes, in sending them to 
prison, and treating them with rigour, one of whom had 
died as he was conveying to prisons condemned the 
giving up of two patrtots bj the Governor of Gibraltar 3 
aud asked whether any pecumiary aìd had been afforded 
to Fredinand ; and, having expatiated at some tength on 
these topics, concluded with giving his dissent to the 
Address, 

Mr. VANSrrrART said, that na pecuntary aid had 
been given to Spaìn, exeent the arrears of the subsidy 
for the Spanish troops under the Duke of Wellington. 
With regard to the aftair at Gibraltar, he should soon 
be enabled to give the necessary information to the 
House. The proceedings at Washington-and elsewhere, 
were vesorted to with reluctance, in retaliation for the 
barbaritieg of the Americanss hut he hoped, that if 
the war was to coatinue, there would be no necessity 
for recurring to such measures. Jie then proceeded 
to vindicate the conduct of the Admiralty upon the 
same grounds which were taken by Lord Melville in 
the Upper House. He drew a most’ gratifying pictvre 
of the state of the revenues that of 1813 was 60,231, 
OOGI. that of last year 63,000,0001. making a difference: 
of nearly 2,800,000L, The exports from London were, 
tn 1813, 18,955,G001, (his year they amounted to 26,823 
000L. The airears that had arisen were princìpallg 
from the pay of troops abroad, and the greatest 
part of the vote of credit had been applied to the navy in 
paying off the arrears of the discharged sailors. Cir- 
cumstagces had arisen which had pressed upon the 
public funds, but which in no degree arose from 
any error of Government. He recommended a suspe « 
sion of all opinion, as to the conduct of Sir G.) Prevost, 
until better means of jadging of it were hefore them. 
As for the demands of this country from America, we: 
ask for nothing which we would deny to others. Mr. 
Erers stated, that Mr, Canning had determined on 
B voyage to Lisbon, as the only chance of saving his 
child, long before the sitwation at that Court was 
offered him. Mr. TiErNEY considered the appoïint- 
ment as an oufrageons jub, for giving Mr. Canning 
30001. a year of a regulas salary more than our Envoy, 
Mr. Sydenham, bad received. Mr. WmrBREAD 
explained. Mr. BARiNg condemned our conduct im 
setting up a rendezvous for American runaway negroes: 
and arming them against their imasters in attacking 
private property at Alexandria, and in violating the- 
neutrality tacitly established by Sir G. Prevost with the- 
New Fnsland States, which had enabled him so long 
to defend Canada. Mr. Ba Barnumrst replied to the 
preceding speaker. Sir G. HraArncerr lamented the … 
continuance of the war with America. Mr, FREEMANTLE: 
censured the conduct af our naval affairs, and the 
maintenance of a large military force in the Low 
Coumtries without any communication to. Parliament. 
Mr, C. GRANT had ‘heard that a foreign army in 
England, without consent of Parliament, was un= 
constitutional, but not so to maintain an English army 
in a foreign country. Mr. B. BATHURST, after 
Fepeated questions from Mr, Tierncy and Mr. White 
bread, said, there was no intention of keeping back the 
treaty relative to the troops in the Low Countries. The 
motion for the Address was then agreed toand a Com- 
mittee appointed to prepare the same.

tin, as Aide-de-Camp to the Prince Re- 
gent, and inguiring if, having also been 
summoned as a witness, there would be 


any impropriety in his remaining in 
Court. The Judge Advocate referred 


this point to Colonel Quintin, giving it 
as his opinion that if Colonel Ponsonby 
were to be called to give evidence to facts, 
be must necessarily withdraw along wilh 
the other witnesses during the procced- 
ings; but if his deposition were only ree 
quired to character, there could not be 
any impropriety in his betng present, 
Colonel Quintin stated, in reply, that he 
should only examine Col. Ponsonby touch- 
ing his character. Colonel Ponsonby, con« 
sequently continued in Court, 

Fhe following is a copy of the charges, 
of wliich we gave an outlisein yesterday’s 
publication :— 


‚1. That on the tOth day of January, 1814, the re- 
ginient being that day va dury, foraging in the valley 
ef Macuy, in France, and the said Colonel Quintin, 
Kavins the command of the regiment, did not make 
proper and timely arrangements to inswie the success of 
the regiment in its vperation of foraging, although di« 
rected to do so hy the Brigade Orders; but neglected 
and abandoned his duty as Commanding Officer, leave 
ing some of the divisions without support or orderá 
when attacked by the enemy, whereby some men and 
berses of the regiment were taken prisoners, ‘and the 
safety of such divisions hazarded; such conduct on the 
part of the said Colonel Quintin evinciug great pro- 


fessional incapacity, tenting to lessen the conûdence of 


the soldiers in the skill aud courage of their officers, 
being unbecoming and disgraceful tu his character as 
au officer, prejudiciat to goed order and military discie 
piive, ant contrery to the artictes of war. 

2. That the sait Colonel Quintin having the com- 
mand of the regiment the day after the battle of Ore 
Wies, viz. on the 2Sth of -February, 1814, on the high- 
road !cäding tu St. Sever, in front of the village of 
Hegeiman (department, des Landes), ia France, and 
the regiment being on that day engaged with the ene- 
my, he, the said Colonel Quintin, did not previously 
te, or during the time the regiment was su enzag d, 
make such efleotuat attempts as he ought ta huve 
done, by his presence anl his own personal exertions 
&nd example, to co-operate with or support the dittes 
rent divisions of the 1Oih hussarg under his command, 
but neglected and abandoned his duty as Commanding 
Officer, and thereby unnecessarily hazarded the safety 
‘of those divisions, and implicated the character and 
repuiation of the regiment; such eonduct, vn the part 
“of Colonel Guintin, tending to lessen the confidence of 
the seldiers in the skill and courage of their Oilivers, 
being unbecomiug and disgraccful to his character as 
an O:Bcer, prejudicial to good order and military dise 
cipline, and countrary to the Articles of War. 

3. That on the lOih day of April, 1814, during the 
battle of Toulouse, in France, (he said Calonel Quin- 
“tin having the command cf the regiment, and the ren 
gintent being that day in the presence of aid attacked 
by the enenry, he the said colonel Quiutin, did not 

_ during such attack, make such efectual aitempts as he

but neglected and abandoned hig duty as Commanding

conduct on the part of the said Calonel Qusntin tende 
ing to lessen the confidlence of the soldiers in the skill 
and courage of their officers, being unbecoming and 
disgraceful to his character as an Officer, prejuadic al to 
good erder and military diseipline, and contrary to the 
Arwigles of War. : 

4. For general negleet of duty by allowing a relaxe 
ed discipline to exist in the regiment undér his come 
mand, when on foreign services by which the rcputae 
tion of the regiment suffered in the opinion of the 
Commander of the forces, and of the Lieatenantetien- 
eral commanding the cavalry, their displeasure having 
been expressed or implied in aletter from the Adju- 
tant-General of the forces to Major-General Lord Ede

Colonel Palmer then addressed the 
Court ; he said, he hoped he shoukd be 
indulged with a few words in explanation 
of his appearance there as the prosecutor 
le came by no 
means from the in pulse of his own iuctie 
nation, but from command, nor was he at 
all accessary to the charges brought 
against the defendant ; at the same time 
he was rot willing to shelter hinself from 
any responsibility whieh might attach to 
the result of the proceedings. Having 
been on service with the regiment at the 
period when the transactions to be inves. 
Ugated had taken place, it was impossible 
for him not to entertain opinions upon 
them: and in consequence of those opie 
nions, he felt it a dury to his honour, and 
to the honour of the regiment, to under- 
take the task allotted to bim, however 
painfal, With respect to his brother ote 
ficers, various misusuderstandings and mise 
re presentations had been published, «s to 
the motives of their conduct, and he waa 
pfevented by reasons of delicacy fram 
stating what would do away whatever 
operated to their disadvantage. Nu 
wrong motive could fairly be imputed (o 
them. lt was, indeed, mpossible to look 
at the charges, aad the time Wich had 
elapsed since the circumstances on which 
they were founded, and not. feel some bias 
in favour of the accused: but be and his 
brother officers could not give a greater 
proof of their reliance on the honour and 
Justice of (he Court, than by refraising 
from a detail of the motives of such delay. 
Situated as they were, he must say, that 
however invidious their conduct might 
appear, their sole object was to do justice. 
They urged the very delay which had 
occurred, asa proof of the rectitude of 


their intentions; for the causc of (hat dee 


lay was, that other persons might have an 
opportunity of forming a judgment on the 
case, and thus, if it had been possible, 
have rendered the present appeal uunecese 
Sary. They had not wished fora Courte 
martial, but for such an eaquiry aud im- 
vestigattou only as might lead to tire re- 
estaklishment of the character of the re- 
giment. _ He could not but regret that 
such a geaeral charge as incapac:ty and 
want of zeal had been preferred against 
the Commanding Othcer, because it was 
scurcely possible ta substsuntiate it by those 
rules of evidence which a court of justice 
rigidly requires. Under such circume 
stances, he was compelled to say, that had 
te conduct of Colonel @aiatin, on sere 
vice or in the minor conduct of the regie 
ment, been such as to entitle him to the 
réspect and confidence of his officers, these 
charges would not have been brought fore 
ward; but when the Colonel had manie 
Festect no such claim to their esteerm, they 
were driven to the alternative, either of 
accusing him, or of submitting to (he 
imputatioa-of disgrace in their own pers 
SOUS. 

The Judg. Advocate then recommended, 
that the charges should be. proved sepa- 
rately ; and one be gone through betore 
the next was touched upon, 

Kho President (General Vyse) said that 
he had known occasions where the publie 
cation of the proceedings of Courtsemartial 
had been delayed till the termination of 
tre trial: he thought it would be advise 
able that such a delay of publication 
should be found oa this vcecasion. Kle 
wished to know what means were” usual to 
accompiish an end which was so desir- 
able. 

The Judge-Advocate said, that he was

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THE EARL OF ROSEBERRY 7, SIR H. 
MILDMAY. 
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The defendant, in this case, having suffered jizde- 
ment to go hy default,a Jury was assembled yester- 
êay at the Sheriff’s Office, at twelve o'clock, to assess 
the damages, which were laid at Thirty Thousand 
Pounds! 

Mr. Jones opened the case. 

The ArronNEyY GENERAL then addressed the 
Jury. The case, he said, which he had ta submit to 
their consideration, was one of more than ordinary 
atrocity. from the near relation-ship which the plain 
tif and defendant borè to each other. The plain- 
UT was a Nobleman of ancient creation, in the north- 
ern part of the kingdom, and of the m st ainiahie 
character. His confuet to the unhappy lady who 
hast been seduced from her duty was in the highest 
degree exemplary. Lord Roscherry married her in 
the year 1809, when she was onlyeishtcen years of 
uce, and, by her, he was the father of four children. 
Lady Rosecherry conlucted herself with the utmost 
propriety, until, by the arte of the defendant, she was 
seduced from the paths of rectitute. She was the 
canshter of Mr. Bouverie, brother to the Earl of 
Radnors but more distinguished by the possession 
of every virtue which conltelcrate and adorn human 
pature. One of this gen!leman’s daughters—=dauchters 
“hom he had edlucated in ‘he most exemplary manner— 
was the wife of the plaintif in this caseg another of 
them was married ta Sir H. Mildmay, the defendant ; 
and a third wasunited to the hrother of the defendant. 
Sir H. Mildmay, had thé misfortune, in 1810, 'o be- 
comea widower, his lady having first presented him 
witha son. The Attorney General then read a letter 
written by the_tefendant, subsequent to the death of 
his wife, to tie Eartof Roseberry (then Lord Prim- 
rose). in which he rmentions, in the most affecting 
language, the hi_h sense he entertained of the kinde 
ness and attention he had received from him and his 
lady, suhseguent to the death of Lady Millmay. This 
letter, the Attorney General inferred, must appear to 
the Jury asa foundation for large damages, sifce it 
ciearty proved the friendship which sabsisted between 
the paities. In the month of March last, it became 
abeolutely necessary, in consequence of the illness of 
The plaintiff’s father that he shoult progeed to his 
seat in Scotlamts and during his absence on this me- 
lanchoty du:y—visiting the sick, and as it afterwars 
appeared, the death bed ofa parent—the defenstant 
employed himself in engaging the afections of his 
wife. On Lord Roseber ry’s return he obhserveda visi- 
ble difference in the conduct of his wie; and as that 
alteration could atone be attributed to the attentions 
paul to her by Sir H. Mildmay, he felt it to be his 
duty after writing to him atetter of remonstrance on 
the too markei attention be paid to his wife, to for- 
hid him his house. In the month of July last, the 
plaintitf went with his family to his scat near Edin- 
burahs thither the defendant followed them.

Sady KR. was tnen ordered to her 
apartment, amd no further intercourse was hell with 
her by bord Roseberry. Lady KR. was ottered an 
asylum in the house of her father, but she elcped in 
tie morniag and joined her paramour at the in, who 
carried her first tu Ingland, aad afterwards to the 
continent, where they now are. On opening her 
badyship’s writing-desk, after her departure, a srcat 
nuntber of letters from the defendant were discovered. 
These, wiich were of the most arden: description, 
were read by the Attorney General, who conumented 
on them at great levgth. He then went on to read a 
ketter fro:n the defendant to the fair partner of his 
crime, in which he adverted to a visit he had received 
from her father—a visit, the object of which was to 
en!reat him to desisft front his porsuits of baly Ross- 
berry. Of the scene which took place on this ocCasicn 
he spoke in pussionate teramss but, notwithstanding 
Ure efect healmits tee have been made upon hie mind 
he pess:d all by, and at all hazards, implores * his 
Harriet” to fly to his arms, and desert those ties 
which oughet 10 have been so dear to her. This letter 
was sncreeded hy various otherss all which weut to 
prove the erinsinal intercourse which had taken place, 
ard the intemperste amd headestrong passion, by which 
the defendant was impetled on in his guilty courses. 
Some of these letters conuneneed in the most romantic 
binzuuge ; such as ** Goddess of iny idolatry—My age 1” 
&r. 5 ant all breathed an affection of the warmest des- 
eriplion, aud urged the most seductive arguments in 
favour of an elopemeat. ‘The Learned Attorney, in 
conclusion, appealed to the honorabie feelings of the 
dury, and expressed his conviction that they would, 
by their verdict. prove ‘heir sense of the atrocity which 
had been exhibited to them. He proceeded to call 
WIiesses. 

John Fhompson produced a bundle of letters from the

Lerd Folkestone had known Lady Roseberry for the 
greatest part of her life. The wirness did not know 
Lord Roseberry till his marriage with the witness’s 
causinz he had known them intimately since their mare 
riage„and From the observatioos he had male, he hud 
always been of opinion no persons could livre more 
happily. These observations anl this opinion had 
continued up to the end of May, in the present year. 
Lady Roseberry is the mother of four children. ross 
examined. Witness had lately nuurmied a sister of the 
defendant's; he had reason to believe Sir Harry’s 
affairs were in an embarrassed state. 

Lord Hhayning atso deposed to ihe state of mutual 
happiness and affection in which Lord and Lady Rose- 
berry had hive. 

The Solicitor General had had frequent opportunities 
of seeing Lord and busty Roseberry. The wiiness’s son 
married a sister of Lord Kuseberry. Ïhe wi:ness’s 
opinion was, that a mutual afection subsis'ed between 
Lord and Lady Roseberry : he had atways considered 
their heuse as a scene of domestic happiness. 

The Hon. Mr. Primrose was hrothei ta the plaiatifs 
had been a frequent ininate in his brothers family at 
least for two or three montis in the years witness never 
saw two people live more happily together.

FPhe witness 
replied, the only question now woult be, whether she 
should quit the house that michtor carly the next 
morning, And witn respect to his (Sir Ilenry) quite 
ting the house, he would take care he should retreat 
in safety s and then, tor the first tiuse Sir fleary proe 
duced a pistot, ohserving, no one could say â man in 
his situation eouid not coumanta retreat. The wite 
ness remonstrateb, an larttesz-h the defendant deltvered 
up his pistol. The defendan', in reply to the desires 
of the witness that he would leave the house, said, 
alluding to Lay Roscberry, “€ 1 will never leave her.” 
Witness then ordered a servant to open the window, 
which was in the room, as if intemtiag to force hin 
cut chat ways on which the defen tant produced another 
pistols which, however, he gave up, on the Witnsss’s 
eonsenting to feave him arment with Lamy Roseberry. 
He was left alone for a very short period, when the 
witness again joined thein, and again urged the defen- 
dant to quit the houses and, after some furtier con- 
versation, he, at the witness's suzgestion, consen'ed to 
retreat out at (he Window at which he had enterel, 43 
the way least likely to excite observations an:l his pis- 
tols being refurned to hiu, he wrapped huonself ina 
large plaulclosk, and got ost at the window.

After Sir Henry was gone, the witness observe 
ed, that the carpet was dirty, and rubbed up. He bad 
observed the carpet in the same stale on two other 
evenings. Lady R. remained at the Park till next 
day, when stie left the house, Lord Roscberry not 
having scen her. Lord Rosecberry afterwards found 
Sir Henry Mildmay's letters in Lady Roseberry's desk, 
==Cross examined. Did not kaow any thing of Sir 
Henry's practice of carrying pistols. Did not know of 
his own knowledge that Sir Ilenry's afairs were in an 
@enibarrassed state. He had heart from Lord Rose- 
berry that Sir Wenry’s atuirs were at present enibar- 
rassed, hat he had also heard that at his mother’s 
death he would come toa large estate. 

Mr. Stone, of Newhaven, proved that on the night 
of Nov. 16, Sir HI, Mildmay, and a lady, who was 
called Eady Mildmay, embarked at Newhaven for 
France; they had a chariot, and a considerable quantity 
This was plaintiff's case. 

Mr. BROUGH AM then rose to address the Jury on 
behalf of the defendant. He observed, he had never 
risen under circumstances more pPainful to himself 
than he diden the present occasion, enjoying as he 
did (he Friendchip of all these thre& bonorabie families 
ant not knowing which of the three he most respected. 
‘Phe speech af his Learned Friend the Attorney-Ge- 
neral was, indeed, such as might have been anticipated 
frau his known'talent and abilities, It was a speech 
calculated to cary away the Jury, aad by its high 
colauring, to induce thein ta give damages such as in 
their cooler moments they would feel the justice of 
the case did not require. It must, therefore, be his 
task as counsel for the defen tant, and friend of alt the 
parties, to endeavour to correet those feelings s and at 
thesame me that he acknowledged the plaintiff was 
entitled to damages, he must also contend that the 
Jury, in the discharge of their duty, must give only 
such as should be considered a fair and just compeusue 


tion to Lord Roseberry, without consigning the prine 
cipal braach of one or these noble and ancient families 
to utter ruin. This was all he could say, sinec, by his 
instructions, his han:fs were tied from saying any thing 
in defence which should even breathe a whisper refiect- 
ing on the character of Lord Roseberry, or any one of 
his family. The defendant bad indeed suffered judg- 
ment to go by default; he (Mr. B.) could not there- 
fore go intoa defence. He dil not come forward now 
to vindicate, but only to palliate, as far as possible, 
the conduct of his client; to pour balm into those 
wounds, wich had no sooner been inflicted, than they 
had been deplored. To redress the injary as far as 
possikie, was the wish of Sir II. Mildmay, who had 
called on the Jury to givea verdictfor the plaintif 
by retiring and suffering judgment to go hy default. 
The learned Counsel then proceedest at considerahle 
length to observe on the evidence which had been ad- 
duced in support of the charge, and conteuded that 
the case was hy no means of that aggravate:l nature which 
the Learsed Attorney General, in bis speech, had 
painted it. The Learned Attorney General had des- 
cribed the defendant as guilty of incest as well as 
seduction. It was the first time, too, Mr. B. had 
heard such an accusation preferred under such circum- 
stances 3 and he was convinced, had not his Learned 
Friend suffered hisfeeling to get the better of his so- 
ber jadement, he would not have forgotten that a connec= 
tion between a man and his wife’s sister was by no 
means considered as incest. The learned Counsel 
then proceeded to remark on other parts of the case, 
and contended that the opportunities which had heen 
given to the parties of being together, even after the 
plaintif’s suspieions had been excited, had mueh ac- 
ceterated the unfortunate and much to he lamenred 
circunsstances which had followed. He adverted to 
the situation of Sir H. Mildmay's pecuuiary affairs, 
and to the embarrassments under which it had heen 
proved he laboure:l. He again Cautioned the Jury, 
that in the verdict they should give, they would not 
seek the ntter ruin of the defendant and his family, 
bur that their object should hbe to give «nch fair da- 
mages as, at the time ‘hey should operate as a sort of 
ecmpensatien to the plaintif and punisshmeat on the 
defen.tant, sh. ulf not hive the eifect of vjeraling to 
work his utter ruin and lasting banishment. 


Mr. Bircuart, the Judge, summed up the evidence, 
and observed, that the Jury were to juge dispas- 
sicna!ely of the circumstances of the case, an.l to give 
such damages as they should think the facts of it 
required. The Jury retired at six o'clock, and after 
being out two hours, returned a verdict for the plaintiff 
— Damages, FiFTEEN ËuOCsAND FoOUNDS.

mines’ witness did so; deceased remarked 
Gs witness thought in a jesting tone) ** you 
tieke up much rooms” witness did not re. 
mark auy thing unusual, but thought that 
deevrsed looked Frightened, and paced the 
room backwards and forwards very fast; 
wiltess remained about five minutes in the 
room, and then went to the room of Mr. 
Pakenhim, opposite; heard a shot; did not 
know from whence it was fired; thought it 
not extraordinary, as some young gentlemen 
might amuse themselves by firing their pis- 
tols ; remained about half an hours when he 
again entered the room of Mr. Ffreach; it 
was full of smoke; he saw Lord Ïfrench Iy- 
ing on the cirpet, with his face covered with 
bluod ; thinks he heard two shots almost at 
the sime momeut; is sure he was the first 
who entered the room; he returned immedie 
ately to Ar. Pakenham’s room, and said there 
was a shocking sizht in the next room; Mr. 
Pakenham, Mr. Smyth, and witness, entered, 
and saw Loord Ffrench apparenuy dead; 
witness saw (he deeeased at AI Donnell’s Ho. 
tel, in Mary.street, the day before; saw him 
during the day on which the event happened; 
heard persons say he appeared deranged; 
there was no person in the room when witnuss 
signed the paper; it was a printed paper, 
with the name of Ffrench subscribed. Mr. 
Magrath, (he Police Magistrate, here produc. 
ed a letter marked € private,” directed to 
the Hon. T. Ffrench; it was found on the 
chimney-piecc. The letter was not opened. — 
C. Hughes knew the deceased for many years; 
saw him last on Thursday in the hall of the 
Four Courts; observed that he looked more 
joyous than a man under the pressure of such 
misfortuncs could he supposed to do. Wit- 
ness dined with him on Thursday last, at Rad. 
clife’s Tavern 5 they drank small beer at díin- 
ner; had no wine; deceased called for a glass 
of rum, part of which he made into punch. 
Deceased talked very incoherently, so as to 
imnpress witness with a notion that he was in. 
sane; deceased talked something of one man 
being fed on venisoa, and another on mutton; 
but it was so foolish that witness could not 
understand him; witness dreaded some mis. 
fortune; on his oath, did not consider de- 
ceased to be of sound mind.—Mr. J. Orms- 
by, R. B. Forster, P‚ N, Daly, J. D. Byrne, 
FE Cahill, and J. F. Maden, Esqrs. deposed 
to several acts from which they imputed dis. 


traction and insanity to Lord Ffrench.R, 
Pakenham, Esq. swern. Is a Member of the 
University ; entered the room where the de. 
ceascd lay, along with Rawdon, whose testia 
mony he confirmed.—Counsellor O'Dwyer 
commented on the evidence. He hoped that 
the Jury would not, by returning a verdict, 
aggravate the misfortunes of this aflicted fa- 
mily, by which the chattels and goods of the 
deceased must revert to the Crown; but of 
this he had no apprehensiuns, satisfied as he 
was, (hat their verdict would flow from the 
evidence before them. The Jury, after con» 
sulting about half an hour, returned a vere 
diet of Iusanity.
